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ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding six hun- 
dred dollars, for the maintenance of street lights for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars, for Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding two 
hundred dollars, for exterminating the Browntail and 
Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay on its notes 
and interest, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To seeif the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding twenty- 
five hundred dollars for permanent repairs on the high- 
way leading from the ‘‘ Branch ”’ to Milton Mills Village, 
and pass any vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
in addition to the state appropriation, to meet the extra 
and necessary expenses of maintaining the Free Public 
Library at Milton Mills, and pass any vote or votes rela- 
tive thereto, agreeable to a petition signed by John U. 
Simes and nine others. 


To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

Annual Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Milton: 


I have the hcnor to submit to you and the citizens 
of your town my report as Superintendent of Schools: 


Coming upon the field just at the opening of the 
fall term of school, I have not been able in the few 
months to accomplish all that I wished. No new depart- 
ure has been made in the conduct of your school, with 
the exception of the testing of the eyesight and hearing 
of the pupils by the teachers, under direction of the 
superintendent. The results have been gratifying. It 
should be understood by all concerned that we do not 
attempt to determine what is the nature of the defect 
(if any is found) but simply to ascertain if the sense 
organs in question give normal reactions, and if not to 
give the pupil as advantageous a seating as possible. 
The superintendent hopes that every parent will give 
due attention to the reports sent regarding these tests. 


The superintendent has been ably supported by the 
School Board, and the teachers have in the main given 
him their confidence, and we trusts that he will become 
better acquainted with the citizens as the year goes on. 


ATTENDANCE 


.The attendance in the village schools for the fall 
term has been gratifying, but some of the outside 
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schools have lowered the general average for the town. 
The average attendance for the fall term was 94 per 
cent. 


As it is customary in your town to give a statistical 
table of attendance for the year ending in June, I insert 
one at the close of this report, taking the returns from 
the registers kept in the schools under direction of your 
former superintendent, and omit any further comment 
or detail at this time. 


I omit any roll of perfect attendance, but any child 
whose name would appear upon such a report may rest 
assured that the superintendent has not overlooked his 
good record and appreciates it.

REPAIRS 


As the appropriation for repairs was largely spent 
before my term of office began, I pass over what has - 
been done during the year with only the passing com- 
ment that the new heater at Milton Mills gives excellent 
satisfaction, and to my mind promises economy. 

Your attention was called last year to certain condi- 
tions at South Milton and West Milton, and the South 
Milton building has been made more cheerful and 
attractive. If the desks and seats could be dressed the 
room would present a much neater and cleaner appear- 
ance. At West Milton conditions remain practically the 
same, the underpinning only having been repaired. 

The needs at Milton Mills are pressing. The health 
and physical comfort of the pupils, to say nothing of the 
improvement in educational conditions, demands that 
something be done. I respectfully call your attention to 
the article in the school warrant in relation to the 
same. The suggested improvements include an enlarge- 
ment of the window space in the upper story, new seats, 
desks and floors, and a division into two rooms. The 
building at Milton has been built some time and needs 
some renovating inside, but the demands at Milton Mills 
are paramount. Every cent asked for under repairs, 
and more too, is really needed. 


FINANCES 


The cost of schools has remained practically the 
same as last year. In certain instances the cost of fuel 


SM 
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has increased and a slight addition has been made to the 
cost of transportation. 

The amount of money raised for the officers’ sala- 
ries did not take into account the truant officers, and no 
allowance was made for the expenses of the members 
of the School Board. One hundred and fifty dollars 
would just cover the officers’ salaries, as follows: 


Members of School Board, $25 each $75 00 


Treasurer 40 00 
Clerk 5 00 
Auditors (two) 4 00 
Truant officers (two) 26 00 

$150 00 


The expenses of the School Board are an indefinite 
quantity and should be paid from the general fund. 


TEXT-BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


As I am not able to separate with exactness the 
amount that was expended for Nute High School from 
that which was spent on the common schools, I give no 
figures. In the common schools the only books intro- 
duced by the present superintendent have been music 
books in the four upper grades at Milton and Milton Mills. 
As there was a sufficient balance left from the amount 
appropriated for supplies, it was voted to purchase an 
organ for Milton Mills, and an excellent instrument was 
secured for $18. The schools at Milton have two instru- 
ments, such as they are. 


The amount needed for supplies will be $550 and for 
flags $10. 
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FLAGS 


New flags have been purchased for Milton and 
Milton Mills and less money will be necessary for that 
account next year. 


GRADUATES 


Graduation exercises were held in Milton, but owing 
to the diphtheria in Milton Mills there were no exercises 
but diplomas were given to six pupils. Fifteen pupils 
graduated from Milton, and all but two entered high 
school; twelve entered Nute and one a high school in 
Massachusetts. Three of the graduates at Milton Mills 
are attending in the 9th grade, and one entered a high 
school in Boston. 


Your attention is called to the program which 
appears in another place. 


I must not close without acknowledging the many 
courtesies shown by the School Board and teachers, 
their untiring patience and cordial support.
